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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 

in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sate in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1,2 and 4-9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 4-27644. 

Regarding claims 1 ,2 and 4-9 JP 4-27644 a sensor (fig 1) which 
detects the tire inside information; a transmitter (fig 1) which transmits the 
tire inside information; a control circuit (fig 1) which controls operations of 
the sensor and the transmitter; a battery (fig 1) to be a power source; a 
movable member 13 which is swingable outwardly in a tire radial direction 
by centrifugal force of the tire when the tire is rotating, and forms an ■ 
antenna 35 for transmission (fig 1); and a switch 2 which detects a 
traveling state in conjunction with movement of the mpvable member, 
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whereiri the control circuit switches at least one of the operations of the 
sensor and the transmitter between a traveling mode and a non-traveling 
mode, based on detected results of the switch.
